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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of the rejection of Claims 1-7 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. §112, 
T|l is respectfully requested in view of the foregoing amendments. 

Antecedent basis for the amendments in the disclosure is found at page 1, 
lines 24-29. 

The rejection of Claim 8 as being anticipated by Abitbol et al. under 35 
U.S.C. Tl 102(a) is traversed, and reconsideration is requested in light of the 
foregoing amendments to Claim 8 and the following brief remarks. 

The Office Action does not explain where in the Abitbol et al. document is 
a teaching of a method in which the local distribution of the focus beams is 
detected. Nor is there any teaching of implementing this prior art method in a 
lens configured as in Claim 1 and now defined in Claim 8. 

Accordingly, early and favorable action on all the claims is earnestly 
solicited.
